MR. BENNETT AND THE PRESS 


A t what has been described as 

a "private" meeting of the Empire Parlia- 
mentary Association in London on Wednesday of 
this week. Premier Bennett delivered a speech in 
which he is reported to have used the word "sweated" 
in his reference to Lancashire cotton goods shipped 
to Canada. Lhe Manchester Guardian published 
the account of the gathering, at which no reporter 
wa» supposed to be present. The Canadian Prime 
Minister at once repudiated the suggestion that he 
employed the term "sweated" and declares that the 
report was "unauthorized and a betrayal of confi¬ 
dence." 

The Guardian followed Mr. Bennett's repudia¬ 
tion with a stinging editorial yesterday in which it 
says it ia well known that Mr. Bennett has a strong 
dramatic sense "which he indulged in to the full yes- 
lerday when he expressed his horror that the speech 
Jie made at a private gathering had been reported 
in these columns." But it does not think he has any¬ 
thing to complain of because "he is not an obscure 
person and this was not an obscure utterance, but a 
speech made to a gathering of members of both 
Houses of Parliament.” Nor does The Guardian 
consider it an unguarded speech either, certainly not 
•xempt from criticism. 

On the point of veracity, however, the great 
Manchester daily quotes its own correspondent who 
Reported the meeting as saying that the Rev. R. M. 
Edward, Liberal member of the House of Commons 
for Ashford, Kent, who was present, has expressed 
his willingness to vouch for the accuracy of the report. 
Others present have said jhe summary of Mr. Bennett's 
remarks was done ‘ with scrupulous fairness and ac- 
curacy," and that the remarks “were absolutely 
right.”

J OHN MURRAY OIBBON. sometime a scholar of 
Oxenford. is a man of many parts. As direc¬ 
tor of the publicity department of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway Company, he to one of the busUfri 
of men. yet, by living on twenty-four hour* a 
day. he has produced book after book on varied 
themes.

This large volume, crammed from cover to 
cover with the results of patient research, has 
been built upon an idea which came to him lu 
his Oxford years, that many famous poems were 
written In measures which conformed to well- 
known tunes which were running In the writers' 
heads. Beginning therefore with Chaucer and 
Langland ansi covering Tudor and Stuart poetry, 
he has tracked down in manuscripts lying In tlis 
library of Christ Coilsgs or In books of old Eng¬ 
lish airs the tunas which poets had in mind when 
they composed certain lyrics with which all stu¬ 
dents of literature are familiar. 

A FIELD LITTLE EXPLOITED 

In his Introduction to "Melody and the 
Lyric.'* Mr. Olbbon aets forth hto objective *n 
writing this volume in this dear statement: “I 
have endeavored to trace the musical knowledge 
and musical acquaintance of the poets from the 
time of Chaucer to the time of the Caveliers, end 
to discover where possible the melodise th*y 
knew and may have had in mind when writing 
their lyric*. This field of research has been little 
exploited except in the case of 8hakespeare. bu. 
the prospects surely deserve more thorough de- 
velopgfent. It has surprised me to find myself 
apparently a pioneer in suggesting a musical 
background for “Piers Plowman." and in tracing 
the Influence of Huguenot psalm-tunes on the 
metres of,Sir Philip Sidney and Ben Jonaon Th« 
Influence of dance tunes on English lyrical 
metres Is apparently unknown to most of the 
authors of the Innumerable volumes on English 
metrics. The tunes running In Herrick's head 
when he wrote his 'Ceremonies for Christmas' or 
'The Cobbler’s Catch' do not seem to have Inter¬ 
ested the annotators, and the lovely melody to 
which Oeorge Wither wrote his equally lovely 
*81eep. Baby. 81eep. What Alls My Dear?* la here, 
apparently for the TNst time, identified. A small 
library of music books and anthologies has had 
to be collated to Illustrate the extent to which 
Henry Lewes collaborated with the poets of King 
Charles's time."

his art. hi usually says to himself, "Now. what 
metre and what style of stanza shall I use as a 
mould Into which I shall pour my words, phrases 
and rhyme*'’" He turns to some anthology or 
perh^s to the works of Tennyson, who abounds 
in a great variety of forms, and selects a poem 
as a model. He then proceeds to fashion his lyric. 
He does not write with any tune running In his 
head. But not so when Chaucer, Shakespeare. 
Donne or Herrick wrote song*. The coxnposlti-n 
of lyrics was then supposed to requtry consider¬ 
able musical ability on the part of the versifier. 
In those days, however, and this is true, as Mr. 
Olbbon points out. of mediaeval. Tudor and 
Stuart England. It was "a recognised qualification 
of any man of breeding to be able to sing his 
part In a madrigal or trio at sight" This Is why 
poets so often wrote verses for ditties and suc¬ 
ceeded in producing lyrics that still excite our ad¬ 
miration for their melodious charm.

AN OLD FRIEND WITH A NEW FACE 

Almost 100 years ago and Just before Queen 
Vlotorla b:g*n to reign Lady John Scott was 
visiting her sister Lady Hume Campbell at Maxco- 
mont. Berwickshire, and looking through the 
"Songs of Scotland” ensue on the old ballad of 
William Douglas, there' printed anonymously 
Lady Scott was no mean song-writer herself and 
she seems to have Instantly seised on the latent 


of fortune." William Douglas of Plngland fell In 
love with her and after the pauern of Shakes¬ 
peare's lover. 

Sighing like a furnace, with a woeful ballad 
Made to his mistress' eyebrow," 
he wrote a little song of two stxnoas. .marked 
more by a eertain rough felicity than by more 
melodious qualities. Thousands of such must 
have been written under the Inspiration of ro¬ 
mantic passion, but only here and there has one 
survived, and that often by reason of some phrase 
or line that has attracted the attention of a 
poet’s mind. Thus many an old song attained 
immortality by the recreative power of Burns, 
and William Douglas's ballad was destined to be 
thus revivified, but by another than the Ayrshire 
bard.

E VERYBODY knows "Annie Laurie, both 
words and tune, and perhaps It may be 
better said of it than of almost any aone. 
• Everybody lovca It.” But the story of 
the roi* is not so familiar, and it Is 
so touching that it seems worth telling with all 
its interesting setting. 

In the year 1803 a one-horaa carriage with 
three pomengers left the busy town of Dumlt.es 
In the aouth of Scotland and proceeded’ north 
through the valley of the Nlth.

"ANNIE LAI RIE" GOES TO WAR 

In the year 1854, When tire British troops were 
sent to ths Crimea for that bitter fight in the 
course of which’ "Oenerols January and Febru¬ 
ary." the cholera plague, and insufficient ford, 
together reaped a ghastly toll. Lady Scott pub- 
1 lclied "In aid of the Wives nod Families of Sol¬ 
diers ordered to the Bast" several songs, and 
among them "Annie Laurie." It sprang Into favor 
at once, not only at home but in the trenches. 
Six years later the war between north and aouth 
broke out In the United States, and \o the cus¬ 
tomary horrors added those peculiar to civil 
strife; brothei fought against brother, and father 
against son. Not once or twice In that conflict 
the hearts of foemen were deeply touched when 
In some lull at battle there came upon the air 
the sweet Scots song wtt.h Its praises of her who 
has been well called the "world's sweetheart" 

When the Wordsworths and Coleridge traveled 
up Nithsdale we have seen that MaxweHon was 
unknown to them. When Black's "Guide to Bcot^ 
land" first came out with Its Innumerable refer¬ 
ences to the places made historic toy Scott and 
Burns It passed by Maxwelion braes and H ouse 
In alienoc. We "have now seen the reason. Lad j 
John Scott literally made the "Annie Laurtt" wo 
know and love. In 1803 her song was still un¬ 
written and even Black's "Guide" of 1857 was too 
near-the actual date nf pwh li estlen t e eth e se i se 
of fame to have made Itself assured. 

Lady John Scott lived to the threshold of our 
century and to the very verge of our modem 
days, dying In 1900. She was thus one of ths ties 
that bound the old to the new. Her aong has all 
the old flavor and its air the genuine ring, and 
by reason of them It holds Ids own even In ada7 
of new fashions in music and cong. The rude 
old ballad of the duelling William Dotulas hoc 
been transformed by the grtilu<t of Lady^Scott 
Into what Is perhaps the simplest. svreetMWop 
Scottish lovc-oongs, and In It the maiden of MMt- 
weiton becomes the idea! of the heart, a deathless 
being In the realm or the affections. 

Aa an example of what Lady Scott could do la 
other forms of poetry I give some lines quoted by 
Dr. John Browr\ In one of his letters: 

"Oh! wild and stormy lammermoofsl 
Would I could feel once more 

The cold north wind, the wintry blast 
That sweeps thy mountains o'er! 

Would I could see thy drifted snows 
Deep, deep In dcuch and glen. 

And hear the scream of the wild bird* 

Axyt was free on thy hills again; • 

"I hate this dreary southern land. 

I weary day by day. 

For the music of thy many streams 
In the birch woods far away. 

From all I love they banish me. 

But my thoughts they cannot chain. 

And they bear me back, wild Lammermoor*! 

To thy far-off hllle again."

The little party consisted of William 
Wordsworth and Samuel Taylor Coleridge. Joint 
authors of the "Lyrical Ballads" that had sat the 
literary world talking of a naw fashion in poetry, 
and Dorothy W o r d swor t h, the poet's aisveT. writer 
of the Journal of the tour. or. more properly. "Re- 
of a Tour Made In Scotland. A.D. 
1808." The Wordsworths were both great walkers; 
Indeed. De Qulnoey credits William with having 
covered between 175.000 and 180.000 miles during 
his active life, a "mode of exertion." he goes on 
to aay. "which to hun stood In the stead of wikai 
spirits, and all other ^Imulants whatsoever to 
the animal spirits: to which he has been Indebted 
for a life of unclouded happiness, and we for 
much of what la moat excellent In his writings.” 
Thus their procession through Nithsdale was as 
much on foot aa In the carriage, and they were 
able U> turn aside from the main road of that 
charming country to visit places of special in¬ 
terest. 

They passed by Blllslsnd. where for thres 
years Robert Bums had fanned, but ths poet was 
dead these seven years past, and there was "no 
thought surviving in connection with his dally 
Ilfs that was not heart-depressing." Bo they 
went on by Brawnhlll, in whose inn-parlor Dor¬ 
othy "fancied to herself that Bums might have 
caroused" and the thought gave "a melancholy 
interest to the smoky walla* But balf-a-mtle 
beyond Elllsland farmhouse they have their last 
view of Bklddaw and the Cumberland hills. They 
"talked of Burns'* and wonder If the Scots bard 
saw the peaks from his own door. “Indulging our¬ 
selves In the fancy that we might have been 
personally known to each other, and he have 
looked upon those objects with more pleasure for 
our sakwa" Of these thoughts and fahriee 
Wordsworth has left us a memorial In his beauti¬ 
ful lines entitled 'Thoughts Suggested on *.he 
Banks of the Nlth, near ths Poet's Resldenoc," 
and beginning: 

"Too frail to keep the lofty vow 
That must have followed when hie brow 
Was wrpat hed—"The Vision'* tells us how— 
With holly spray. 

He faltered, drifted to and fro. 

And pa s e ed away." 

This, one of the finest tributes to Bums. Is not 
as well known ss it ought to be. 


As Douglas wrote it and as It first appealed 
in print a century and a half after its comp.*’- 
non. "Annie Laurie" reads thus; 

" Max we 1 ton banks are bonnie, 

Whore early fa's the dew. 

Where me and Annie Laurie 
Made up the promise true; 

Made up the promice true. 

And never forget will I. 

And for bonnie Annie Laurie 
I'd lay down my head and die.

It will b? remembered that the survey , work 
was done In a captured British vessel, a sloop 
named the Princess Royal.
